will report for duty w ith y our regimen t 
,with in on e h our from receipt of th is or­ 
der, y our troops to be supplied with 
,two day s’ ration s an d 40 roun ds of am- 
in an ition per man , on e ambulan ce to 
accompan y y on r regim en t.” Th is order 
h ad a busin esslike rin g. 
Un der th e adjutan t’s order th e ch ief 
bn gler soun ded “ boots an d saddles.’’ 
As th e n otes of th e bugle fell upon th e 
camp th e cavalry men th rust th eir h eads 
out of th eir little “ pn t ten ts” an d gave 
a ch eer. 
With in a few min utes we were look­ 
in g back with lin gerin g ey es upon on r 
n ice dry camp as we rode away in on e 
of th e h eaviest down pours of rain we 
h ad ever experien ced. 
Reportin g to th e oomman der of our 
brigade, we were in formed th at Gen eral 
Joh n Morgan , with h is division of “ reb­ 
el raiders,” was about to croai th e 
Cumberlan d river on on e of h is periodic­ 
al raids th rough Ken tucky . Th is in ­ 
formation was given to th e troops an d 
was received w ith tn m ultn ous ch eers, 
as we were particularly an xious to h ave 
a tilt with Morgan ’s men . 
Our regimen t, th e Seven th Oh io 
um7- 
alry (1,200 stron g), was recruited in 
south ern Oh io, in th e oon n ties border­ 
in g th e Oh io river. A con siderable por­ 
tion of Gen eral Joh n Morgan ’s com­ 
man d was recruited from th e coun ties 
of n orth ern Ken tucky , borderin g th e 
Obio river directly opposite our h omes. 
Tbus we were by n o mean s stran gers to 
each oth er an d may be said to h ave been 
n eigbbofs. 
Our rubber “ pon ch os” were drawn 
tigh t over our sh oulders as we took up 
oar n igh t march th rough th e down pour 
of rain . 
By midn igh t we h ad come to 
Fish in g creek, n ear Mills Sprin gs, Ky ., 
th e scen e of Gen eral Th omas’ victory 
an d Zollicoffer’s death . Th is moun tain 
stream was sen din g down a torren t of 
Water with h eavy driftwood, again st 
wh ich n o h orse con ld stan d, an d was al­ 
togeth er bey on d fordin g, th us preclud­ 
in g our furth er progress th at uigh t. We 
kivon acked as best we could till day ­ 
ligh t, wh en , un der great difficulty , we 
lorded th e ragin g torren t, with th e loss 
of on ly on e h orse—th e rider bein g res­ 
cued by th e ready bauds of h is com­ 
rades. 
Arrivin g at th e Cumberlan d river 
above Burksville, we foun d Morgan 
'^ith h is division of cavalry occupy in g 
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Morgan on th e soutn n auK ot me river 
if it was h is desire to come over to our 
side.

About July 4 
Morgan h ad foun d it possible to cross 
th e river at n umerous fords, aud we 
were called in from our picket duty to 
Join in th e pursuit.

two days’ rations and 40 rounds of am ­ 
munition per man, one am bulance to 
accompany your regim ent.” This order 
bad a businesslike ring. 
Under the a d ju ta n t’s order the chief 
bugler sounded “ boots and saddles.”

stopped long enough to wave their bats 
at us aud bid us goodby. 
The steam ­ 
boats they had used in crossing were at 
th at moment bursting into flames and 
burned to the w ater’s edge, tied fast to 
the Indiana shore.

Other steamboats were hurriedly ob­ 
tained, and our pursuing force hastily 
transferred across the river, men aud 
horses being tumbled aboard the boats 
in quick order and tumbled off the boats 
as quickly when on the other side. 
T h e appearance of M organ’s m en on 
th e n o rth bank of th e O hio riv er created 
co n stern atio n in In d ian a and Ohio. T h e 
governor of In d ian a called o u t the hom e 
g u ard to th e n u m b er of 50,000, and as 
M o rg an ’s advance tu rn ed tow ard O hio 
th e governor of the B uckeye S tate called

truth and literally there was UUU miles 
of fried chicken I 
It would seem that the telegraph had 
announced oar coming in Morgan’s 
rear, and at this announcement every 
man, woman and child in Indiana and 
Ohio had begun to fry chiokens for us— 
though I desire to say here th at we did 
not belong to the colored troops—as the 
best thing they had to offer us. A t first 
this article of diet was acceptable, but 
600 miles of fried chicken was more 
than we coaid stand! We begged the 
good people to telegraph ahead to stop 
this awful slaughter of chickens for our 
benefit and provide some hard tack and 
salt pork or they would kill us by their 
well m eant kindness. 
In our procession of 800 miles be­ 
tween this double line of excited and 
patriotic citizens, these tens of thou­ 
sands of citizens greeted us w ith one 
song, aud only one song, always the 
same—viz, “ Rally Round the Flag, 
Boys.” 
This we heard by day aud 
night, and it is related that after the 
raid was over our commander, General 
Hobson, was taken sick with brain fever, j 
was confined to bis bed seriously ill and 
in his delirium insisted upon singing I 
“ Rally Round the Flag, Boys.” 
It must be borne in mind that in I 
Morgan’s ride across three states in 16 i 
Hays he swept his line of march, and 
for some distance on each side, absolute- j 
ly dean of horses, giving his own com- j 
maud frequent remounts, but leaving 
us, his pursuers, entirely w ithout re­ 
mount for the whole distance. 
Boiled 
down to few words, M organ’s force 
had two horses for every man, while 
Hobson had two men to each sadly worn 
horse. 
M organ’s force when it started 
from the Cumberland river was exceed­ 
ingly well mounted, having some of 
the best blooded horses from Kentucky 
—horses capable of long aud rapid 
marches. He set the “ pegs” for us and 
set them high every day. 
The longest 
march made by Morgan’s command at 
one stretch was 90 miles in 24 houris 
this being the jump he made from u 
point in Indiana west of Cincinnati to 
W illiamsburg, O., on the east of Cin­ 
cinnati. 
M organ’s force did not exceed 2,500 
troopers when he invaded the states 
north of the Ohio river, possibly 500 
less. 
I think 2,000 would be a fair fig­ 
ure to name for the number of troops 
he led into Indiana. 
Our march across the state of Ohio 
was in many ways painful, as our 
horses were failing rapidly. 
Twenty- 
two hours’ m arching out of each 24 was 
more than they could stand in their ex­ 
hausted condition. Our ambulance had 
been dropped long ago, but our medical 
officers, mounted on the ambulance 
horses, were w ith us. 
We were now at home in southern 


w ith the Second Ohio cavalry aud the 
Eighth M ichigan cavalry, all under the 
command of Colonel A. V. Kautz, was 
pushed ahead of Hobson’s column, aud 
at daylight of Ju ly 19 struck Morgan’s 
command in the valley of the Ohio river 
near Buffington Island, where the en­ 
emy had been delayed by fogs, w aiting 
for daylight to cross the Ohio river. At 
the moment of our arrival the forces of 
General Judah had also arrived, com­ 
ing up the valley of the Ohio river, 
w hile we debouched from the river hills, 
and the gunboats were holding the fords 
of the Ohio river. 
We were ordered to attack im m edi­ 
ately, and under Colonel G arrard's di­ 
rections I rode back along the line of 
the Seventh Ohio cavalry, ordering the 
companies formed into columns of fours. 
Our numbers were few, aud I remember 
Lieutenant Sam B. Johnson, who com-

The prisoners captured by the Seventh 
Ohio cavalry near Buffington Island 
were turned over to the Federal officer 
in charge of prisoners at Cheshire, O., 
and w ith this our connection w ith the 
Morgan raid ended. 
General Morgan 
himself was not captured until some 
days later, but the raid ended at Buf­ 
fington Island, aud 
the 
subsequent 
flight of Morgan w ith his detachment 
of a few hundred men did not avail him 
anything. 
From the tim e of M organ's landing 
on the Indiana side of the Ohio river 
until the surrender at Buffington Is­ 
land not less than 
100,000 m ilitia 
comprising the “ Home gnard” were 
called into the field to “ suppress him .” 
The force of veterans under General 
Hobson who 
pursued Morgan from 
“ start to fluisb” comprised about 8,000 
cavalry. 
Morgan gave us “ a good run 
for our m oney,” but we got there in 
spite of all his efforts to prevent us. 
One can but adm ire the dash, skill 
uud courage of Morgan and Duke which 
enabled them to lead their 2,000 troop­ 
ers on such a raid. 
Boon after the close of this raid our 
regiment, the Seventh Ohio cavalry, 
formed a part of General Burnside’s 
army, which occupied east Tennessee. 
We had an active campaign here for six 
mouths and saw our cavalry horses per­ 
ish from hunger, while our veteran cav­ 
alrym en sustained life on a small por­ 
tion of parched corn, and then, more 
than ever before, we cherished the mem­ 
ory of the 600 m iles of fried chicken 
we had on the Morgan raid.

O f f t h e N o r t h e r n C o a st o f Cuba, 
via Key West, May 28.—At IO o’clock 
Thursday night the Dolphin ran along­ 
side the flagship New' York. Hat lights 
showed that she bore dispatches for 
Rear Admiral .Sampson. 
The com­ 
mander of the Dolphin shouted through 
the megaphone; 
"I have dispatches 
from Commodore Schley to the com­ 
mander iu-chief.” 
A cheer went up 
from the crowded decks of the New 
York. 
Commodore Schley’s dispatches were 
dated off Clautuegos. 
••Absolutely nothing definite can be 
said,” was the reply which Captain 
Chadwick of the >>ew York made to a 
question as to what had transpired. 
Since he heard of Admiral Cervera’s 
arrival at Curacao, Rear Admiral Samp­ 
son has repeatedly said he believed the 
Spaniards would go to Cieufuegos or 
Santiago de Cuba. 
The rear admiral has been cruising 
around as a purely precautionary meas­ 
ure, he thoroughly believed Commodore 
Schley would bottle up the Spaniards, 
either in Cieufuegos or at Santiago de 
Cuba, but he took all measures to guard 
against a possible evasion of Commo­ 
dore Schley by the enemy and any at­ 
tempt to make Havana though the east­ 
ern or western passage. 
There is good reason to believe, from 
rn strategic point of view, that more eau 
be gained ny the Spaniards being bot­ 
tled up in Santiago cie Cuba than in an 
engagement, winch, though it would 
result in victory for the Americans, 
might have resulted in some damage to 
our ships. 
lu the harbor of Santiago de Cuba, 
the Spanish fleet will be helpless. The 
channel leading into the harbor is nar­ 
row', aud the enemy can either be kept 
a prisoner there, by sinking a few hulks 
in the channel, or lie can be destroyed 
by a superior force. 
If Commodore Schley lips succes^- 
fully accomplished his object, there j 
now* seems nothing to prevent active 
operations on the part of the army. 
That is the idea of the best naval auth­ 
orities. The climate in Cuba is not 
what it was a mouth ago, but it is 
much better than it will be a mouth 
hence*, aud before another Spanish fleet 
can reach these waters, the naval auth­ 
orities hope to see our troops* in posses­ 
sion of a base of operation in Cuba. 
The navy would be able to cover the 
landings of the troops aud enable the 
military forces to get ashore without 
hindrance. 
lf Commodore Schley has really got 
the Spanish fleet at Santiago de Cuba it 
is almost as complete a victory as could 
have been expected from a naval en- I 
gagement.

entrances, and at one of these they lin­ 
gered for nearly two hours. 
At 9:45 Thursday night Richards en­ 
tered the pit of the mortar battery and 
confronted a stranger who was coming 
out with a three-foot package in his 
hands. Richards aimed his rifle at the 
man, but the stranger blazed away 
with a revolver three times. One bullet 
ploughed through the flesh of his left 
arm above the elbow. 
The man turned aud fled at top speed 
towards the road, Richards firing one 
shot after the fugitive and missing him. 
Ho saw the man leap into a carriage 
just outside the gate in which were 
seated two other men, and the trio 
drove furiously away. 
Shortly after midnight Sergeant Rich­ 
ards, with several 
artillerymen, re­ 
turned to the mortar pit to see if all 
was right tin re. A figure darted out 
and sped to the road. Richards recog­ 
nized this figure as the man who had 
shot at him aud ordered Private Gates 
to fire. 
But the suspect was again too 
agile and the one shot fired went wild. 
“ VVe chased him some distance,” said 
Richards, “but he got away. 
At the 
road we found a long Cuban cigarette 
dropped by him still burning. He was 
about, six* feet tall, had a heavy black 
mustache and wore a yellow coat. I 
am satisfied that all three men were 
Spaniards and that the package con­ 
tained dynamite, with which they in­ 
tended to destroy the battery.” 
Richards, whose wound is of a trifling 
nature, was emuhatic in his assertions 
aud added: “There are other details 
which I am not permitted to reveal.”

The report showed slight increase in 
the total of contnbntiou s, the nu mber 
of contribu tors being larger, bu t the 
average contribu tion smaller than last 
year. The nu mber of applications for 
aid has also been redu ced somewhat, 
bu t a total of 213 chu rches had been 
aided in some way, to the aggregate of 
$136,421. The total valu e of chu rches 
au d manses completed with this aid was 
$423,8 27. The total amou nts asked for 
aggregated $151,7« 8 , from 196 appli­ 
cants. The income of the board had 
been $8 1,194 for the general fu nd from 
aU sou rces, $46,714 having been con­ 
tribu ted by the chu rches. The manse 
fu nd received $16,771 and the loan fu nd 
$31.262, a part of which consisted of 
retu rnwi loans. The whole income was 
$129,219. 
Du ring the 12 years since the manse 
fu nd was started 438 hou ses have been 
erected by means of aid aggregating 
$164,322. The operations of the board 
had resu lted in secu ring reversionary 
rights in property amou nting to $2,000,- 
000. Since the inception of the board 
in 18 45 the total of expenditu res has 
been $3,492,320, secu ring to the chu rch 
property to the valu e of $14,000,000. 
After the presentation of the report 
the assembly was apdressed by Dr. 
Perry au d by Dr. Erskine N. White, 
secretary of the board. 
One hou r was occu pied with the re- 
?>rtof the committee on temperance, 
he u su al recommendations were made, 
bu t the committee recommended no 
action on several overtu res reg:arding 
Princeton u niversity. 
This did not 
satify the whole committee, a part of 
whom introdu ced a su pplementary reso­ 
lu tion. While disclaiming special refer­ 
ence to Princeton, it indicated the posi­ 
tion of the assembly and was adopted 
with a shou t.

W in o n a L a k e , Iud., May 28.— By a 
large majority voting viva voce the 
Presbyterian general assembly decided 
yesterday not to inaugurate another 
heresy trial in the case of Prof. McGif­ 
fert, but to ask him to withdraw if he 
can not reconcile his views with the 
church’s standards. 
Prof. McGiffert 
was practically directed to aet as judge, 
jury aud executioner 
upon ^himself. 
The action taken was in the adoption 
of the following resolution, which was 
substituted for the final paragraph of 
the report of the committee on bills aud 
overtures, submitted ou Wednesday: 
“That the assembly, in a spirit of 
kindness no less than in devotion to 
truth, counsels Prof. McGiffert to recon­ 
sider the question aybl set forth in his 
book, and if he cannot conform his 
views to the standards of our church, 
then to peaceably withdraw from the 
Presbyterian m inistry.” 
The debate on the case occupied the 
afternoon session. 
Devotional exercises aud miscellane­ 
ous business occupied the first hour. 
One item was the declaration of the 
adoption of an amendment to the con­ 
stitution of the church 
placing the 
music of the church under the complete 
direction of the church session. 
The regular order of the day was the 
report of the committee on the board of 
church erection, presented by Dr. B. 
W. Perry, San Leandro, Cal. 
The report showed slight increase in 
the total of contributions, the number 
of contributors being larger, but the 
average contribution smaller than last 
year. 
The number of applications for 
aid has also been reduced somewhat, 
but a total of 218 churches had been 
aided in some way, to the aggregate of 
$126,421. 
The total value of churches 
aud manses completed with this aid was 
$423,827. 
The total amounts asked for 
aggregated $151,7^, from 196 appli­ 
cants. 
The income of the board had 
been $81,194 for the general fund from 
all sources, $48,714 having been con­ 
tributed by the churches. 
The manse 
fund received $16,771 and tho loan fund 
$31 .262, a part of which consisted of 
returned loans. 
The whole income was 
$129,219. 
During the 12 years since the manse 
fund was started 438 houses have been 
erected by means of aid aggregating 
$164,322. 
The operations of the board 
had resulted in securing reversionary 
rights in property amounting to $2,000,- 
OOO. 
Since the inception of the board 
in 1846 the total of expenditures has 
been $3,492,320, securing to the church 
property to the value of $14,000,000. 
After the presentation of the report 
the assembly was apdressed by Dr. 
Perry and by Dr. Erskine N. White, 
secretary of the board. 
One hour was occupied with the re­ 
port of the committee on temperance. 
The usual recommendations were made, 
but the committee recommended no 
action on several overtures regarding 
Princeton university. 
This did not 
satify the whole committee, a part of 
whom introduced a supplementary reso­ 
lution. While disclaiming special refer­ 
ence to Princeton, it indicated the posi­ 
tion of the assembly and was adopted 
with a shout. 
Its text was as follows: 
“The assembly calls upon all parents 
and teachers to exercise increased dili­ 
gence and watchfulness over them­ 
selves and those committed to their care 
in respect to intemperance, in order 
that our homes aud schools may be 
purged of the evil of intemperance and 
the drink traffic be driven from our 
land, and this without reflection upon 
any collegiate institution.” 
The evening session was devoted to 
consideration of systematic benevolence. 
Addresses were made by Dr. Solon 
Cobb, Pittsburg, and Rev. William H. 
Hubbard, Auburn, N. Y. 
A popular meeting in the interest of 
temperance followed. 
Judge Henry 
Saylor of Indiana presided. 
He advo­ 
cated the abolition of the license system 
in order that the liquor traffic might be 
attacked as a public nuisance. 
Other 
addresses were made by Dr. Charles L. 
Work of Cincinnati, Hon. E. S. Wells, 
Evanston, and Dr. John A. Savage, a 
colored commissioner from North Caro­ 
lina.
